Chris, 63, was the mas- 
termind behind “Bosom 
Buddies,” the 1980s sitcom 
that made Tom a star and set 
him on a path to becoming 
one of Hollywood’s brightest. 
He died on June 26. 

“Chris’ ongoing addiction 
problems weighed heavily 
on Tom, especially in light of 
his own son’s struggles,” an 
insider told The National EN- 
QUIRER. 

“Tom fears he’s getting a 
glimpse of Chet’s fate if he 
doesn’t clean up his act.” 

Tom and wife Rita Wilson 
put their aspiring rapper son - 
who has admitted, “I’ve been 


struggling with substance 
abuse since I was 16 years old” 
- into rehab months ago. 

Chet, 24, has since an- 
nounced he was “50 days 
clean and sober from every- 
thing, including alcohol.” 

But he has not been able to 
stay entirely out of trouble. 

As The ENQUIRER reported, 
Chet was recently wanted by 


British authorities for trashing 
a London hotel room to the 
tune of $1,800 after a night of 
outrageous partying. 

Meanwhile, said the source: 
“Chris had a heavy-duty ad- 
diction problem for years.

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[HEN ISIS issued a chill- 
ing online call to arms for 
its Western brothers 
June, a twisted “All-Amer- 
ican” kid from Tennessee 
was quick to answer - slaughtering 
four innocent Marines and wound- 
ing three others at two Chattanooga 
military facilities. 

Before cops shot him dead, 24-year- 
old Mohammad Youssuf Abdulazeez 
was a well-liked college grad living a 
seemingly idyllic life in the suburbs.

Meanwhile, a shaken President Barack 
Obama ordered the Defense Department 
to bolster security at all of its facilities.

“It’s tragic that Joanne is nearing 
death and she has no idea what’s going 
on around her,” said a family insider. 

“She’d be heartbroken if she knew - 
and Paul would be spinning in his grave!”

CARING FOR A DEAF DOG 

We are about to bring home 
a Dalmatian puppy who 
appears to be deaf! Our friend 
says we shouldn’t buy him 
because deaf dogs can be 


aggressive and very difficuit 
to train. What do you think? 

As you likely know, congenital 
deafness is a known problem in 
the Dalmatian breed. As to ag- 
gression, actually the opposite 
seems to be true. A recent arti- 
cle in the Journal of Veterinary 
Behavior found that hear- 
ing and/or visually impaired 
dogs show less aggression 
than their peers. A hearing im- 
paired dog is as trainable as 


one without this deficiency. 

But because of your puppy’s 
sensory limitation, specialized 
training methods and adapta- 
tions must be implemented. 

You will need to find depend- 
able information about training 
and/or find a trainer with this 
specialized experience.
